Dear Mr. Ginsberg,

I am writing to you as a 36-year resident of Darien, a longtime customer of Sipstirs, and someone who
writes and speaks about retailing for a living (and have for 30+ years).

We are living in a time when bricks-and-mortar retailing clearly is under attack from e-commerce; it
is an enormous challenge for traditional retailers to be competitive and successful. Sipstirs has done
that - it has taken a business location that was struggling and made it viable and part of a downtown
Darien scene that used to be anemic and only recently has shown vitality.

At a time when Glen is looking for a new location, it strikes me as foolhardy to allow them to move
into a space where they will undermine an existing and successful business - especially because there
used to be a time when it would have been prohibited by zoning laws. If I were writing a column
dispassionately about a town not my own, I would be highly critical of this kind of short-sightedness.

There have to be other places where Glen can go where they would not hurt an existing business. I
feel bad that they lost their Noroton Heights location, but that is no reason for the town not to take a
big-picture view of the situation and support existing businesses to the best extent possible.

I hope things are good with you, all things considered. It has certainly been a strange spring, but we
hope that things might return to normal soon.

I am writing about the application of Glen Liquor to mave to the Post Road into the Kennedy's
barber shop focation. | was a customer of Glen's for years when they were located in Noroton
Heights. Its closing as part of the Palmer's redevelopment was a loss for our

neighborhood. Nonetheless, | do not think that the proposed location is appropriate and | believe
that the application should be rejected.

As a former member of the Zoning Board of Appeals, | am concerned that there is insufficient
parking in front of and near the proposed site to support the proposed use. Glen's old location
provided ample parking for store customers. Unlike other retail establishments, Glen got numerous
customers at a time. Customers normally go in for a quick purchase and return to their cars. A
liquor store with lots of traffic requires more parking than the proposed location offers. The parking
spots on the Post Road are always in high demand, and the Sport Shop lot is even worse. | have not
seen the application materials, but | do not see how the applicant can address the lack of available
parking. In addition, when Glen operated in Noroton Heights, it tended to have numerous signs in
its window that, while normal for package stores, would not be appropriate for the proposed
location.

I would certainly like to see Glen Liquor return to Darien, but hope that the applicants can find a
more appropriate location.
